The  topsoil  stripped  from  282  million  acres — soil  Washing  and  blowing  daily  on 
775  million  more  acres—three  billion  tons  of  soil  material  washed  away  each 
year — three  billion  dollars  wasted  annually.

Nels  Anderson's  book  tolls  chiofly  the  story  of  the  frontier  in  Utah  between 
tho  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  "Saints"  in  18U7  and  the  death  of  Brigham  Young 
in  1877*    In  addition,  well  written  historical  material  is  given  to  round  out 
tho  history  of  the. Mormon  Church  from  1830  to  tho  granting  of  statehood  in  1896, 
Unusual  attention  is  given  to  Mormon  family  and  community  life,  and  an* attempt 
has  been  made  to  show  effects  of  church  beliefs  and  practices  upon  tho  lives  of 
its  members. 

The  writer  professes  "nominal  affiliation"  with  the  Mormon  Church,  Neverthe- 
less, a  guarded  attempt  at  fairness  is  evidenced  throughout  in  this  scholarly 
volume,    Pro-Llormon  and  anti-Mormon;  Mormon  and  non-Mormon  sources  are  drawn 
upont    Each  chapter  is  concludod  with  well  chosen  notes  which  reveal  a  care- 
ful gathering  of  reliable  material.
